Cotton Fitzsimmons, a dynamic personality with a keen 
basketball mind, is in his third year as coach of the Atlanta 
Hawks. 

The enthusiastic Fitzsimmons joined the Hawks in May 
of 1972 after successful seasons at Moberly (Mo.) Junior 
College, Kansas State and the Phoenix Suns. 

He continued his winning ways at Atlanta by guiding the 
Hawks to a 46-36 record in 1972-73, but then fell to 35-47 
last season, the first negative standard of his coaching career. 
He didn’t like last year’s record and intends to change it. 

Fitzsimmons entered the coaching profession at Moberly, 
where during a nine-year tenure he captured the junior 
college national championship in 1966 and 1967. 

Cotton then switched to Kansas State of the Big Eight. 
Picked to finish sixth in preseason polls, the Wildcats 
surprised everyone by winning the conference title and 
compiling an overall 20-8 record. That showing earned 
Fitzsimmons Coach-of-the- Year honors. 

During his 11 seasons as a college head coach Fitz- 
simmons won 258 games and lost just 78 for an outstanding 
.768 winning percentage. But, when the Phoenix Suns hired 
him as head coach before the 1970-71 campaign, many 
observers doubted he could make the transition from college 
to the pros. 

Again he proved otherwise as he took a Suns team that 
had won 39 games the previous year and directed it to its 
first winning season ever — 48-34 in the rugged Midwest 
Division. He improved that by a game the following year and 
then moved to Atlanta.
